‘This book should have been noticed before, but we 
wanted some opportunity to look it over, and have 
not found such an one until quite recently, It is, in 
a few words, a very*compact selection of chaste love 
|sonyzs, with a great variety of music, principally, old 
‘tunes which to the song-singing world are like Old 
‘Hundred to the church. It is got up in a very neat 
style of 144 pages, 24 mo. form. ‘The music is printed 
on the patent notes and suited to the Western market. 
It is easy for persons fo sing the patent notes who can 
‘read the round ones, but this rule will not work both 
ways. There are afew patrivtic songs and some half 
_dozen hymns contained in the book besides the love 
songs, and we may add, a number of other pieces.— 
We do not know where those who like love songs 
‘could find a book of more worth. It has more than 
one hundred tunes and perhaps double the number of 
songs. ‘There are some that are truly fine. It is 
however to us a matter of regret, that such as might 
love these songs, do not learn to sing of love di - 
vine, of enduring sweets, of holy joys, of bliss unfad- 
}ing, **no wonder’’ that the broken-hearted lover sinks 
because the frail object of his affections is unattaina- 
ble.
